Mosley’s Paper 
Ordered To Pay

LONDON—Sir Oswald Mosley’s 
Fascist organ, Action, was found 
guilty last week of having libelled 
Lord Camrose and the Daily Tele- 
graph and ordered to pay 
of 12,500 pounds (about 62,500) to 
the publisher and 7,500 pounds 
(about $37,500) to his paper. 

The action was based on an art- 
icle published in the Fascist paper 
which asserted Lord Camrose was 
of Jewish origin, had intimate con- 
tacts with international Jewish in- 
terests and the article implied the 
Jewish international financiers had 
no.sense of loyalty to the crown. 

Summing up before the jury and 
Justice Hilbury, Lord Camrose’s 
counsel, Roland Oliver, referred to 
the fact that Action, Ltd., pub- 
lisher of the paper, was virtually 
judgment-proof. He accused the 
British Union of Fascists, of which 
Mosley is the leader, of publishing 
its literature in the name of a 
worthless company to enable it to 
laugh at jury verdicts. 

“In this free country,’”’ Oliver de- 
clared, “it is nothing derogatory to 
be a Jew or to call a man a Jew 
who was in fact a Christian. To 
suggest, however, that al] Jewish 
financiers are unscrupulous and un- 
‘patriotic and then to call a man a 
Jew is to libel him.” 

On examination by counsel for 
the Fascist newspaper, Lord Cam- 
rose denied that the Telegraph had 
conducted a campaign against 
Mosley. 

“There is no other leader of a 
political party who insults Jews 
and other statesmen, Lord Cam- 
rose said of the Fascist leader. “A 
number of his speeches are not fit 
to be reported by the Telegraph or 
any other national newspaper.” 





Il Duce’s Paper 
Says Britain Is 
Sowing Massacre

ROME — Premier Mussolini’s 
newspaper, Popolo d'Italia, accus- 
ed Great Britain this week of “sow- 
ing massacre and destruction in the 
Holy Land.” 

Climaxing Italian press criticism 
against British policy in Palestine, 
the newspaper, which frequently 
mirrors the views of the Italian 
dictator, said that the news of the 
dynamiting of houses in Lydda 
“must arouse the sense of horror 
of the civilized world.” 

While demonstrations in sym- 
pathy with the Palestine Arabs 
were held by Moslems throughout 
Italian territory, the Rome press 
continued to emphasize Italy’s 
friendship for Islam, which has 
been frequently avowed by Pre- 
mier Musolini. 

(The London Daily Herald re- 
ports from Jerusalem that Grand 
Mufti Haj Amin el Husseini, now 
under armed guard in a Lebanese 
mountain village following his es- 
cape from. Palestine, planned to 
visit Italy, presumably to seek Pre- 
mier Mussolini’s support for. his 
plans to. harass Brit,“ .'--/9lsic. 
in Palestine.) 

The newspaper Il Messagero 
charged that the town of Lydda 
had been subjected to “ruthless re- 
prisals” following the damaging of 
the airport there by terrorists. 

“The ruthless reprisals of the 
Mandatory Government should pro- 
voke reflection among so-called 
humanitarians in Britain,’ the 
newspaper said, adding that the 
“humanitarians” probably would 
remain silent because the reprisals 
were carried out by Britain. 





French Press Raps Syria

ham caused Pittsburgh to fall into a tie, but 
Goldberg was responsible the previous week for 
the Panthers’ lone touchdown against Duquense. 
The South’s leading eleven, Alabama is piloted 
by a Jewish captain, Leroy Monsky. 

And so it is in every section of the nation. 
East, West, North and South. Wherever foot- 
ball is being played, there a Jewish name in the 
lineup denotes a sterling performer, a star, a 
potential hero. 

If news from the Jewish world is of a par- 
ticularly dark nature this week, such a statement 
cannot be justifiably said of the Jewish news 
from the football world. 


Comments On Current Topics 


From an article, “Concerning The Rabbi’s 
Salary” in “The Synagogue” by Dr. Julian Morg- 
anstern, president of Hebrew Union College.— 
In the years preceding 1930 the belief was 
fairly general that the Hebrew Union College 
would not permit its graduates to accept pulpits 
at salaries less than a certain prescribed amount. 
There was not a scintilla of truth in the rumor, 
but nevertheless it persisted stubbornly. Actually 
the College has never once sought to fix in any 
way the salary which its graduates receive from 
“= tengregations. It has always felt that, that 
is entirely a matter between congregation and 
rabbi alone. Even when requested, as quite nat- 
urally it has often been, to suggest a proper sal- 
ary in this ort that instance, it has always hesi- 
tated, and in the end complied with the request 


only reluctantly and with considerable reserve. . 


Since 1930 the rumor seems to have died out com- 
pletely, but the requests for suggestions with re- 
gard to the salary to be offered a rabbi, about to 
be engaged by a congregation, have became more 
frequent. All this for easily comprehensible rea- 

Today conditions are improving, even though 
it be very slowly. The average salary of the 
rabbi today upon graduating and entering upon 
his first position is approximately $2100-$2400. 
Naturally salaries are rising steadily as the cost 
of living mounts. For it is, or at least should 
be, obvious that the basic consideration in de- 
termining the minimum salary which should be 
offered to a rabbi should be only ‘the cost of liv- 
ing of the rabbi, as a married man, in the com- 
munity the congregation of which calls him, and 
upon the plane of living which the congregation 
would wish its rabbi to live, so that he may par- 
ticipate with dignity and responsibility in every 
worthy, interdenominational, communal movement 
and thus represent the congregation properly and 
creditably in the general community. 

* * * 

The California Jewish Voices on The Jewish 
Hall of Fame.—It seems that it is “very difficult” 
to attain recognition by actua] labor and accom- 
plishment. So many individuals and organiza- 
tions are seeking that recognition through pub- 
licity. 

That is the impression one gets when he reads 
the list of one hundred twenty names in the 
Jewish “Hall of Fame’, proclaimed by Ivrim, 
“Honor Society of Jewish Students in Chicago”. 

Usually a Hall of Fame is inaugurated by the 
nation as a whole, and not by individual groups, 
no matter who or what they are. One may freely 
and sincerely ask, “what right has a group, even 
one bearing the name of Ivrim, to make such 
a selection?” ; 

Abnormality in Jewish life is nothing new, 
but we thought that the intellectual groups, as 
the Ivrim claim themselves to be, should assist in 
the endeavor which is now penetrating World 
Jewry—normalization. 

It is true that nobody takes the “generous” 


effort of the Ivrim seriously, but it cannot be 
completely ignored, for it is an attitude known 
in Hebrew as “Hefker’—the mildest and kindest 
translation of which is “irresponsibility and care- 


lessness’’,

who brings up his children as Jews, even if he 
dogs not possess a five cent piece.

Rabbi Louis I. Newman, of New York, in his 
column, “Telling It In Gath”’—“Rabbi, I am going 
to Canada in order to meet the immigration re- 
quirements,” said a young German emigre girl 
to the Rabbi over the telephone. “Pray for me, 
that I may come back safely!” “Rabbi, I am 
going to the hospital tomorrow for an operation,” 
said a young professional man to the Rabbi. 
“Pray for me, that I may emerge safely! that the 
tumor may prove to be benign and that I may 
live.” And the Rabbi recited for him the Priestly 
Blessing, and said: “May the Lord be with you!” 

“Rabbi, my husband lies mortally ill; will 
you offer prayer for him before the open Ark?” 
And the rabbi with the cantor stand before the 
open portals of the Ark of the Covenant, though 
they know word will soon be brought to them of 
the patient’s demise. 

“Rabbi, we are going on a long journay across 
the seas. Give us your blessing,” says two eld- 
erly ladies to the young rabbi. And he raises 
his hands and gives them his benediction. 

“Rabbi, here is a little Scroll of the Law 
which I have been given as a gift. Will you re- 
cite a prayer over it?” And the rabbi recites 
an appropriation prayer to the “Giver of the 
Law,” “Nothen ha-Torah,” and voices the hope 
that this token will inspire fealty to the Law 
in the heart of its owner. 

Again and again the rabbi.is besought to of- 
fer prayer for the stricken, knowing that they 
will never recover. These instances of the quest 
for a blessing under varying auspices indicate 
that the mood of mysticism has not entirely de- 
parted from contemporary Jews. It may be argu- 
ed that fear or fetishism may have played a role 
in one or two of these cases, but, on the whole, 
the impulse was one of reverence. The sur- 
charged or grateful heart wishes to express it- 
self through the medium of thanksgiving and pe- 
tition. Will these prayers be answered? I am 
reminded of the words of a friendly Catholic pre- 
late who declared that he had instructed his 
priests to pray for rain “until it rained.”

Finally he 
got a two weeks vacation ,and used 
it looking for a job on Broadway. 
He was hired as assistant to Alex 
Yokel, then a press agent for the 
Sam H. Harris shows, and more re- 
cently producer of “Three Men on a 
Horse.” In his post with Yokel, 
Skolsky worked on publicity for 
four Broadway productions at once. 
|They were “Cradle Snatchers,” 
with Mary Boland, Humphrey Bo- 
|gart, and Gene Raymond, then 
known as Gene Guion; “Easy 
Come, Easy Go,” with Otto Krug-

Through Gilbert Gabriel, his first 
rental customer, Skolsky sold an 
idea called “Tintypes” to the New 
York Sun. They were vignette biog- 
raphies, alive with color, anecdotes, 
heart throbs, personality and facts. 
They made Broadway talk. 

The first contract was to do four 
of these “tintypes” at $4.00 each. 
He never quit writing them and 
they have run well up into the hun- 
dreds. He has done them every 
week since. For two years he wrote 
them for the Sun and then he was 
signed by the New York Daily 
News to take Mark Hellinger’s 
place when he left the paper in De- 
cember of 1929. Skolsky. covered 
Broadway for four years and he 
has covered Hollywood for four 
years. The authenticity of-his “Tin- 
types” has won him wide acclaim. 
He has published one book called 
“Times Square Tintypes.” Now he 
is editing a book to be published 
this fall called “Thé Best Motion 
Pictures of 1937.” 

Recently Skolsky was asked to 
come back to New York. He replied, 
“Broadway is passe—Broadway has 
gone to Hollywood. If they can 
bring back the Broadway I left, 
I'll go back.” 

To prove his heart was on Broad- 
way, Skolsky wrote a song entitled 
“It’s a Fake, A Phoney, But It’s 
My Broadway, The Heart of the 
World.” One of these days he 
thinks he may do something like 
this for Hollywood. Skolsky was 
the first New York columnist to 
come to Hollywood, and recently: 
most of the other big names of 
that profession have followed him. 
Skolsky says the folks who made 
Broadway in the old days are in 
Hollywood, and most of his friends 
are here.
